AN ACT relating to: position authorizations for the office of the commissioner of

railroads.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Under current law, the office of the commissioner of railroads (OCR) is assigned
functions relating to railroad regulation.  These functions include the collection of
assessments from railroads, matters relating to railroad crossing safety and those
functions having the character of contested case resolution.

This bill increases the position authorizations for OCR by 2.75 PR positions.
For further information see the state fiscal estimate, which will be printed as

an appendix to this bill.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1.0  Nonstatutory provisions. 

(1)  POSITION AUTHORIZATIONS.  The authorized FTE positions for the office of the

commissioner of railroads, funded from the appropriation under section 20.155 (2)

(g) of the statutes, are increased by 2.75 PR positions.

SECTION 2.0  Effective date. 

(1)  POSITION AUTHORIZATIONS.  This act takes effect on July 1, 1996, or on the day

after publication, whichever is later.
